The names in small capitals indicate old varieties or those 
that have been superseded by later introductions ; italics indicate 
synonyms. 

The Committee deprecates the use of a firm's or raiser's name 
as a possessive prefix to the title of a Sweet Pea, and all such 
prefixes have been deleted in the present issue. In future, to 
safeguard raisers and the public, and prevent confusion, a name 
containing such a prefix will not be recognised by the National 
Sweet Pea Society.
